THE BERKELEY REPUBLICAN COM- 


MITTEE WILL CIRCUATE 


PETITION. 


BERKELEY, Jan. 8—At the meeting of 


the Berkeley Central 
Republican Com- 


mittee held last night, the principal mat- 
ter brought up for discussion was the 
proposed amendments to the town charter 
or Berkeley. Copies ot a petition embrac- 
ing the changes that the club wants made 
were given to the 
different 
members. 


They will be systematically 
circulated 


throughout Berkeley, to get the voters to 
sign it. If a siifflceint number of sig- 
natures, fifteen percent of the voters, is 
obtained, the amendments will come be- 
fore the voters in April. If It is passed 
at the polls it goes to the Trustees, and 
then to Sacramento for final passage. 
The chief issue will be at the election, 
when the matter will be decided one way 
or the other. 


The petition reads as follows, Its prin- 


cipal provision being to make th« present 
apopintlve offices In the city, government 
elective: 
To the Honorable the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Town of Berkeley—Gentle- 
men: 
We, the 
undersigned 
qualified 


voters of the Town of Berkeley (being 
more than fifteen per cent of the quail- 
tied voters in said town), hereby petition 


your Honorobale body, the leglslmtve au- 
thorty of said town, to submit the here- 
inafter 
proposed 
amendments 
to 
the 


Charter of Berkeley, (which Charter Is 
found in Statutes ot California of the 
year 1885) to the qualified voters thereof, 
for approval at the next general election 
to be held In said town on th« 13th day of 
April, 1903. 


To-wlt: First—Amend section nine ot 


said ^Charter, so that the same shall read 
as follows, viz; 


"Article III. Mode of Election. 
"Section 9. The members' of the Board 


of Trustees and of the Board of Edu- 
cation, and the Assessor, Auditor, Mar- 
shal, Treasurer, Clerk, Attorney, Super- 
intendent of Streets and Engineer, shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of the 
town at a general municipal election, to 
be held therein on the second Monday in 
April in each odd-numbered year. 
The 


qualified electors of the town shall vote 
for 
the Assessor, 
Auditor, 
Marshal. 
Treasurer, Clerk, Attorney, Superintend- 
ent of Streets and Engineer by general 
ticket; the qualified electors of each ward 
shal! vote only for the member of the 
Board of Trustees and the member of the 
Board of Education who is respectively 
to represent their particular ward; and 
the officers elected at such election shall 
hold office until 
their 
successors 
are 
elected and qualified as provided in this 
charter." 


Second—Amend Section 10 of said Char- 
ter so that the same shall read as fol- 
lows, vi:;: 


"Term of office.— 
"Section 10. The Marshal, Assessor, 


Auditor, Treasurer, 
Clerk, 
Attorney, 


Superintendent of Streets and Engineer 
shalj hold office for the petiod of two 
years from and after the Monday next 
succeeding the day ot such election and 
until their successors are 
ejected 
and 


quailfleil. 


"At the first election under this Char- 


ter seven members of the Board of Trus- 
tees and seven members of the Board of 
Education shall be elected. Those elected 
from the even-numbered wards shall hold 
office for a period of two years, or until 
their successors are elected and qualified; 
and those elected from the odd-numbered 
wards shall hold office for a period of 
four years, or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 
At each general 


municipal election thereafter members of 
the Board of Trustees and of the Board 
of Education shall be elected to succeed 
Uiose whose terms are about to expire, 
and the members so elected shall hold 
office for a period of four years, or until 
their successors are elected and quali- 
fied."

GROUND ALONG MAIN AVKNVE.

superfluous foliage removed and prepared 
to be put in lawn, with clumps of shrub- 
bery and ornamental flowering plants, ar- 
ranged for foliage and color effect.

shrubbery ground along the Main avenue 
dow-n to the entrance gate, a distance of 
about two thousand feot—provided with 
gates and faucets at proper intervals, 
for 
irrigating tne ornamental grounds 


along both skies of the Main avenue, and 
with branches, with tire hydrants, to pro- 
tect ugainst tiro, tho Entrance Gate Office, 
Superintendent's residence, stable and 
burn and out buildings. 


The four-Inch pipe referred to has been 


on hand several years, 
and 
has been 


placed in thorough order by being scraped 
and cleaned and dipped in hot asphaltum 
and tar-couted, both inside and outside.

explosives commission has >-sent to 
Mayor Low for Ills approval the regu- 
lations which they propose for govern- 
ing the sale ana use of matches In this 
city. The Mayor will give a public 
hearing on January Hth.

mission proposes a license fee of $50 
for the sule at wholesale of matches 
by firms or persons owning private 
brands and the granting to retailers 
and others by the fire commission of a 
permit on the payment 
of 
a fee of . 


$1,000 for the 
storage 
and sale of ! 


matches. It is stipulated-that a retail 
store 
may carry fifty matehmen's 
gross or approximately fifty gross of 
boxes which hold 100 matches or less: 
that a wholesale dealer may carry 3,500 
gross and 
the 
manufacturer or his 
agent 200,000 gross. 
The last named 


must store his goods in a brick build- 
ing. 
Other regulations proposed are 


the use of strong boxes and stems, the 
abolishment of the "fuse" match and 
the prohibition of the sa.le to children 
under 10 years of age. 
The commis- 


sion also recommends the use of the 
safety match.

In all probability there will be no ar- 


rests In the case of Charles Hatfleld, the 
San Pablo car motorman, who alleges that 
he was assaulted by an unknown man last 
Monday night, for the Investigation'^ of 
the police show that HatfieLd probably re- 
ceived his Injuries from a fall resulting 
(from a ftt or fainting spell.

THE COAL TARIFF IS THE SUBJECT 


OF 
MUCH 
DISCUS- 


SION. 


WASHINGTON, Jab; 8.—When tho 


Senate met this morning, a House bill 
was presented amending the internal 
revenue la*vs allowing 
all 
distilled 


spirits now in bonded warehouses* or 
which may hereafter be produced and 
deposited therein, the same allowance 
for loss from leakage or evaporation 
which now exists in favor of distilled 
spirits gauged and deposited prior to 
January 1, 1899. 


A bill was also- passed 
authorizing 


the Secretary of the Interior to pre- 
scribe rules and regulations for the 
procurement of timber and stone for' 
domestic and Industrial purposes in the 


" Indian Territory.. 


Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Ipland then ad- 


dressed the Senate on resolutions of- 
fered by Mr. Vest of Missouri, direct- 
Ing tho Finance Committee to report 
the bill removing the

thraclte coal. 
I 
Ho bt>g:in by stating: that the resolu- 
tion won id not afford tho relief sought. 
It. Infringed the rights nf the 
House 


with respect to revenue Mils. 
"The ;:tiempt to afford relief," said Mr. 


Aldrlch. "which the Senator says Is de- 
manded, through a method that would 
open a resolution here n.- 'o the constl- 


* tutlonal rlgrhts of ihp Senate ami the 
constitutional prerogatives of the House, 
a 
discussion 
which in lt« very nature 
would outlast tho coal famine, is not a 
practical method of securing results." 


The resolution, he asserted, was simply 
to furnish a text for a politico [ speech 
or a series of polltlcnl speeches. 
He rt>- 
clted the legislation which had been en- 
acted lo relieve the peopfe in times of 
distress 
and 
sold lie was not entirely 
hopeless that some m ear's may be found 
for relief. 
Mr. Aldrich recited rhe farts relating 


to the coal tariff, raying, thnt In 1894. 
when the Demoem ts wore In control of 
the Senate, "th" House sent the Wilson 
bin to the Senate with coal free

The Democratic Finance Com- 
mittee and the Democratic. Senate with 
the exception of Mr. HIM of New York, 
voted to put a duty of forty cents a ton 
on coal, although they had the power to 
admit coal fro^ of duty.

cret how the rate of forty cents a ton was 
put on coal in the Wilson bill. 
There 


were five Democratic Senators opposed 
to the bill, who were In such position to 
dictate What should be placed in the bill, 
and that their votes were needed to pass 
the measure. 
President Cleveland, he 


said, had urged free coal on Congress. 


"Wo were held up," said Mr. Vest, "to 


use plain vernacular, and told if we dared 
to put fre coal i nthe bill, It would be 
defeated.

York on Saturday. 
His health was so 
bad during his .recent leave of absence 
that hla audience with the Emperor was 
postponed for six weeks. It is understood 
that the Ambassador's present leave of 
absence Is unlimited and that it will cer- 
tainly exceed six months.

AN IMPORTANT CASE DECIDED FOR 


THE BOARD OF TRADE 


; 
MEN. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—The Appellate Court 


today, In a sweeping decision, sustained 
the Injunction issued by Justice Chytraue 
against eight Board of Trade members, 
charged with operating a "corner" and 
sustaining the contention 
against the 


"cornering of the market." 


The court holds that under the laws of 


the State dealers cannot be forced to net- 
tle trades upon the basis of an artificial 
value created by the "cornering" of the 
market and that margins deposited in 
banks or elsewhere are within the Juris- 
diction of the courts In that they affect 
the right to property. 


The decision draws a legal distinction 


between questions * touching 
the 
disci- 


plinary rights of the Board of Trade in 
which the latter has repeatedly been held 
to be sovereign and questions of property 
rights, and holds that disputes between 
members involving finances can, If de- 
sired by either party, be submitted to the 
courts for decision. 


The case of Walte, Thorburn and Com- 


.pany against the Board of Trade was the 
principal suit upon which the others were 
based and which resulted in the secur- 
ing of an Injunction against the board. 
This firm had sold oats for Julj delivery. 
The price advanced and It wns claimed by 


a and and and and and andawawawa 


the complainants that the market was 
cornered and that the settling pri«e in- 
sisted upon was fictitious. An Injunc- 
tion was accordingly asked and granted, 
enjoining the payment of margins depos- 
ited In banks. 
The decision created a 


furore on the board at the time.

decision of the Appellate Court.
